He said it might turn out that because 
of the Administration's refusal to cooperate, the Committee would have to base 
its report primarily on the "Pentagon Papers. " He remarked on the irony of the 
Foreign Relations Committee having to rely mainly on "stolen documents" in order 
to find out about the Executive Branch's formulation of foreign policy. He asked 
how we would respond to a request for "such relevant material as the Agency 
might make available" and I said I couldn't answer that question off hand.
